Platform May Contain Municipal and 
Labor Union Planks and Omit 
Ziegenhein’s Name Alto- 
gether—Political Gossip. 


The Republican platform for the city 
campaign will be drafted by the success- 
ful candidates in the primaries next Tues- 
day. It will cover municipal questions, 
generally, according to those in position 
to know, but the Ziegenhein administration 
will be touched upon lightly, if at all. 

Theodore Kalbfell, chairman of the Re- 
publican city central committee, said to 
the Post-Dispatch Friday: 

“Our committee has nothing to do with 
the platform, which will be drawn up by 
the candidates themselves, Coming direct- 
ly from the men, who, if elected, will be in 
position to carry out its pledges, the plat- 
form will have greater force than if prom- 
ulgated by the committee or even by a 
convention.’ 

“Will the Ziegenhein” administration be 
indorsed‘ ?’ 
“That I cannot say.’ 

George W. Parker, the caucus nominee 
for mayor, was equally non-committal re- 
garding the probable provisions of the 
platform. 

Leaders of the party, however, admit 
that it would be a mistake to assume any 
responsibility for the shortcomings of the 
present regime, and if the St. Nicholas 
Hotel slate shatl go through, it is cer- 
tain that the mayor’s name will not be 
mentioned in the platform. 

The platform, from all indications, will 
contain planks on municipal ownership 
and union labor similar to those in the 
Democratic platform. It will condemn the 
government of St. Louis by state boards 
and demand “home rule.” 


Primary Plan 

Is Misunderstood. 

“There is still a tendency to misunder- 
stand the direct primary scheme,” said a4 
party leader Friday, ‘“‘and many people are 
asking us when the convention will be 
held. Of course, under the plan adopted 
by the committee, there will be no conven- 
tion. The candidate receiving the highest 
number of votes for any office on March 
5 will receive a certificate to that effect 
from the Board of Election Commission- 
ers. He will present this to Chairman Kalb- 
fell, who will issue a certificate of nomi- 
nation and his name will be placed upon 
the official ballot as the Republican nomi- 
nee for that office. 

‘‘In the event any of the candidates desire 
to contest the result of the primary, it must 
be done through the courts.”

Over Maximilian’s

BELGIAN MINISTER WITHDRAWS 


MEXICAN AMBASSADOR ASPIROZ 
THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 


He Presided at the Trial of the Dead 
Emperor and Old World Bourbon- 
ism Has Risen to Upbraid 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 1—The Belgian 
minister and the Countess Lichtervelde 
have informed their friends that they will 
leave Washington late in March for an 
indefinite absence. 

It is not believed that they will re- 
turn, Both the Lichterveldes have hosts 
of friends, but, with other continental 
diplomats, have been involved in several 
episodes painful to the President and sec- 
retary of state. 

At the diplomatic banquet, a year ago, 
Countess Lichtervelde aided those who 
pointedly snubbed the Mexican ambassa- 
dor, Senor Azpiroz.’ The countess pre- 
viously had waged a campaign against 
Azpiroz in the social world. She gave a 
special reception to the diplomatic corps 
a week after the arrival of the: Mexican 
ambassador and did not invite him or his 
family. 

When the French ambassador gave a 
musicale to Azgpiroz soon afterward, the 
Lichterveldes persuaded a majority of the 
contineptal diplomats to stay away. 

This winter many unpleasant incidents 
have occurred both in official and unof- 
ficial circles, all traceable to the Bourbon 
diplomats. 

The affront offered to the President 
when a trio of diplomatic hostesses at- 
tempted to dictate the order of precedence 
at his diplomatic dinner, has not been of- 
ficilally noticed, but everyone has recog- 
nized that these ladies “*have made them- 
selves persona non grata at the White 
House.
